RECORD OF TOWN MEETING 


March 9th, 1948 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of Weare, on 
the 9th day of March, 1948, at 9 o’clock in the fore- 
noon. 


The meeting was called to order and the Warrant 
read by the Moderator, Alfred Osborne. 


Also the posting of the Checklist by the Supervisors. 
Whole number of names on the Checklist 892. 


Article 1. Proceeded to ballot for town officers. 
The Moderator called a recess for 30 minutes. 


Met after recess and proceeded to ballot for town 
officers. bt 


The whole nmber of ballots cast, 304: 


For Town Clerk 


Scattering had 1; Frank H. Peaslee had 288 and was 
declared elected by the Moderator and in open meeting 
took the oath of office by laws prescribed. 


For Town Treasurer 


Seattering had 2; Henry T. Osborne had 279 and 
was declared elected by the Moderator. 


For Selectman for Three Years 


Scattering had 6; George A. Waterman had 271 and 
was declared elected by the Moderator and in open 
meeting took the oath of office by law prescribed. 


For Road Agent 


Seattering had 7; Bryan W. Sargent had 275 and 
was declared elected by the Moderator and in open 
meeting took the oath of offive by law prescribed. 


For Overseer of the Poor’ — 
Scattering had 5; J. Hardy. Legge had 269 and was 
declared elected by the Moderator and in open meet- 
ing took the oath of office by law prescribed. 
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For Auditors 
Scattering had 3; Theodore W. Flanders had 280; 
Charles F. Eastman had 282, Harold W. Felch had 268 
and were declared severally elected by the Moderator. 


Article 2. Upon motion of John H. Connell,, voted 
to raise the sum of $11,000 to defray town charges. 


Article 3. Upon motion of George A. Waterman, 
voted that the Clerk cast one ballot for Guy E. Eaton 
for Trustee of the Trust Funds for three years. This 
being done the Moderator deciared Guy E. Eaton 
elected a Trustee of the Trust Funds for three years. 


Article 4. Upon motion of George A. Waterman, 
voted that the Clerk cast one ballot for Helen Dear- 
born for Trustee of the Library for three years. This 
being done the Moderator declared Helen Dearborn 
elected a Trustee of the Library for three years. 


Article 5. Upon motion of Chester W. French, voted 
to raise the sum of $10,500 for repair of highways 
and bridges, reserving 50% for Winter Roads. $500 to 
be placed in a reserve fund for repair of equipment, 
to be placed in the Trust Funds. 

At this time Albert S. Farmer asked for a rising 
vote of thanks be given to the Flanders brothers for 
their generous gift to the town last year. 

Charles F. Eastman representing the finance com- 
mittee offered the following Resolution and moved its 
adoption. 


Whereas, The Flanders Brothers having completed 
the Flanders Highway leading from Weare Center 
to Clinton Grove. 


Be it Resolved, That we go on record as extending 
our sincere thanks to these four brothers for their 
very generous gift in Memorial to the Flanders Family 
and for their presentation to the Town of Weare. 


Article 6. Upon motion of Charles F. Eastman, 
voted to raise the sum of $100.00 for observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Article 7. Upon motion of George C. Sawyer, voted 
that it be left with the Selectmen. 
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Article 8. Upon motion of Chester W. French, to 
allow a discount on taxes of 2% fifteen days after tax 
bills are delivered. 


John H. Connell offered an amendment to allow 2% 
discount for thirty days after delivery of the property 
tax bills. The motion as amended was carried. 


Upon motion of Albert S. Farmer, voted to take up 
Article 24 at this time. 


Article 24. Upon motion of Albert S. Farmer, voted 
to dismiss the Article. | 


Article 9. Upon motion of Gerald H. Hight, that we 
raise the sum of $1,572.93 to be used with the sum of 
$6,291.72 to be furnished by the State for construc- 
tion of Class V Highways. 


Chester W. Colburn offered an aendaneem that 
$2,000.00 be used to tar the road from the foot of 
Paige’s Hill to Elmore R. Waterman’s Corner, by way. 
of the River Road. The motion as amended was carried. 


Article 10. Upon motion of Theodore W. Flanders, 
that we raise the sum of $5,700.00 for the Weare Fire 
Department. Charles F. Eastman offered an amend- 
ment that we raise $2,700.00 to be assessed this year 
and hire $3,000.00. The motion as amended was ¢car- 
ried. 

Upon motion of Theodore W. Flanders, voted that 
the Selectmen be authorized to hire the $3,000.00 under 
the Municipal Bond Act. 


Article 11. Upon motion of Charles F. Eastman, 
voted that the Selectmen be authorized to hire money 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 12. Upon motion of Guy E. Eaton, voted 
to raise the sum of $500.00 for the Library. 


Article 13. Upon motion of Chester W. French, 
voted that in accordance with Chapter 80, Revised 
Laws, as amended by Section 2 Chapter 269 of the 
Laws of 1947, the Selectmen be authorized to sell: 
either at public auction or at private sale, and for 
such price and to such persons as in their judgment 
shall seem best, any real estate or interest therein to 
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which the town has or shall obtain title by tax col- 
lector’s deed or otherwise, and that until such time 
as such property shall be sold, the Selectmen be given 
authority to rent the same or administer it as in their 
judgment shall seem best. Excepting the sale of the 
forest land of the Felch property known as the Felch 
pasture, which is to be set aside for a town Forest, the 
forgoing vote to remain in full force and effect as to 
future boards of Selectmen until it can be rescinded 
or changed at some future town meeting. 


Article 14. Upon motion of Theodore W. Flanders, 
voted to raise the sum of $10,000.00 to be used with 
the sum of $70,000.00 to be furnished by the State 
for State Aid Roads. 

Upon motion of Gordan F. Boynton, voted to author- 
ize the Selectmen to hire $10,000.00 under the Munci- 
pal Bond Act, and pay off $1,000,00 each year. 


Article 15. Upon motion of Gordon F. Boynton, 
voted to raise the sum of $300.00 


Article 16. Upon motion of Guy E. Eaton, voted 
to raise the sum of $200.00. 

Upon motion of Frank H. Peaslee, the Moderator 
requested the voters present to unite in silent prayer, 
as evidence of our respect to our late Elwin L. Hardy, 
which request was then reverently and universally 
respected. 


Article 17. Upon motion of Ruby G. Sargent, that 
we raise the sum of $5,000.00 for a resident physician, 
and Dr. Brown be negaged if possible. 

Upon motion of Frank N. Sawyer, voted that Article 
17 be held in abeyance until we have acted on all 
other Articles in the Warrant. 

Upon motion of Charles F. Eastman that this meet- 
ing adjourn until 8 o’clock March 31st, 1948. The 
motion was lost. 

Upon motion of Charles F. Eastman, voted to take 
up Article 23 at this time. | 

Upon motion of George A. Waterman, voted that 
we withdraw the capital reserve funds. 
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Continued motion of Charles F. Eastman, voted that 
this meeting adjourn until 31st day of March, 1948 
at 8 P.M. and the following committee be continued, 
Florence Fianders, Iola Tenney and Beatrice Bockus 
and report on Article 17 at the adjourned meeting.

13. To see if the Town will vote to abandon a sec- 
tion of Route 114 beginning at reconstruction, includ- 
ing S curves to Henniker line. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the care of neglected 
cemeteries, especially soldiers graves. 


15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for band concerts. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to acquire addi- 
tional land adjoining the Chase Recreational Park, 
raise and appropriate a sum of money for same. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to maintain the Chase Recrea- 
tional Park. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to lay out, con- 
struct and accept a road from a point near the cement 
bridge below the Horace Lake dam, southerly, and 
approximately parallel to the lake shore, through land 
of Alfred and Henry Osborne, and Grover C. and Flos- 
sie KE.

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REPORT ON DOCTOR 


As your committee appointed to try to obtain a 
Resident Physician we humbly offer the following re- 
port. 


Almost before the vote was cold a petition was 
started asking the Board of Selectmen to ascertain the 
legality of the vote. As soon as inventory could be 
taken the data was placed in the hands of the Tax 
Commission, who in turn, got a ruling from Attorney 
General D’Amours stating the vote was quite legal. 


Immediately upon receiving this information Dr. 
Brown of Henniker was approached in regard to the 
position. He stated. ‘‘Having time to think it over I 
am definitely not interested.” 


The Selectmen were contacted next by a Doctor 
from Lebanon, N. H. He said in a shaky voice, “I un- 
derstand Weare wants an experienced Doctor. I feel I 
am qualified as I’ve practiced for fifty years.” 


By this time the State Board of Health was con- 
tacted to inform them of our offer to a physician. We 
learned it was useless to contact medical schools due 
to the fact students must serve an apprenticeship be- 
fore applying for a position or set up a practice. Also 
Dr. Backus of Goffstown notified several drug sup- 
pliers of our need for a Doctor. 


In June we interviewed a Doctor from Flushing, 
N. Y. He was looking for a home in the country plus 
$5,000.00. 


Later another Doctor was interviewed. He could 
furnish more credentials than one could carry. Had 
been on high seas for several years as a Ship’s Doctor 
and wished to settle down. His years of practice were 
nearing the half-century mark, though actual cases 
served were perhaps equal to a young Doctor with a 
few years of experience. We quote an answer to one 
of our questions directed to him, “I haven’t had a 
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maternity case since 1914 but I believe babies are 
born the same old way.” 


Other Doctors, probably more than we know of, 
have learned of this $5,000 bonus but it did not entice 
them enough to give up an established practice to 
move into Weare. 


All this represents time, effort, mileage and cor- 
respondence with no expense—to you. 


Not being able to obtain a good Doctor for you we 
have left the entire appropriation in the treasury.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WEARE 
VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During 1948 the department answered 28 alarms: 
namely, 6 building fires, 10 chimney fires, 4 brush or 
grass fires, 3. dump fires, 1 rubbish fire, 2 truck fires 
and 2 false alarms: Most these fires ware reportd 
quickly and were taken care of without serious loss. 
During the extreme drought of the past summer and 
fall, a whole set of buildings was lost even though 
the fire was small when reported. It had not gained 
much headway when the department arrived. Without 
water a fire department cannot do much. 

This problem of available water supply is a serious 
handicap and to overcome it trucks were borrowed and 
fitted with tanks of water during the fall season. A 
tank truck would be the means of solving our water 
problem on a big percentage of our fires. 

The brush and grass fires were all extinguished 
while still small, although one of them occurred in a 
bad slash area. te: 

Dump fires were not serious but are always bother- 
some and expensive. These fires all occurred in a town 
dump which is not under supervision. 

The dam at North Weare was repaired and the 
fences repaired on several water holes. Pipe was pur- 
chased to put in the hydrant at the town well in 
Weare Center. 

The new fire station at Weare Center is well toward 
completion and will be a valuable asset to the depart- 
ment and the town as a whole. I wish to thank all 
who contributed to this project. An opening date will 
be announced later and it is hoped that all the citizens 
of Weare will call and see what has been accomplished. 

12 regular meetings were held during the year, also 
several drills. 

New equipment purchased during 1948 included 200 
feet of 214 inch hose, 50 feet of booster hose, a CO2 
extinguisher, 2 shut off nozzles for the 214 inch hose, 
a fog nozzle with applicator, and 2 lengths of 2 inch | 
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suction hose. An air compressor was purchased for the 
Center station and will operate an air horn. This will 
give us a much better alarm signal and will operate 
should the electric power be cut off. 

The siren purchased for South Weare was installed. 
A brick chimney was built at East Weare Station and 
a coal heater was set up there. 

The board of fire wards or engineers held three 
meetings during the year. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the other 
engineers, the members of the department and the 
other people of Weare who have made the accomplish- 
ments of the past year possible.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School District of Weare: 


The school year of 1948-49 opened with an enroll- 
ment of 216 pupils, 82 in grades 7-12 at the High 
School, and 135 in Grades 1-6 in the four so-called 
rural schools. (These figures do not include 12 pupils 
from Weare enrolled in the Goffstown Schools.) There 
were but two changes in the teaching staff. Mrs. 
Freda Finnigan, who had previously taught in Frank- 
lin, replaced Miss Alberta Johnson as teacher of Home 
Economics, and Lester Rysnik, a graduate of Norwich, 
was secured to replace Mrs. Charlotte Hammond in 
English and Social Studies. 


As residents of Weare, I am sure you are cognizant 
of the crowded condition in several of our one-room 
schools. Late in the summer the anticipated enrollment 
figures necessitated certain adjustments in order to 
accommodate the increased number of pupils. We were 
faced with the probable enrollment of 35 at South 
Weare and 46 at the Center. Obviously some relief 
was necessary in order to carry on an effective in- 
structional program. 


Two solutions were possible,—one to reopen the 
Riverdale School, and the second to transport pupils 
from the Riverdale section to Goffstown. The former 
plan (that of reopening the Riverdale School) pre- 
sented several problems. It was a problem of not only 
securing a capable teacher, but more particularly a 
financial problem. The school board and myself con- 
cerned ourselves primarily with the financial aspects 
of the problem. In the first place, considerable repair- 
ing (including a new roof) was necessary at the River- 
dale School if it were to be reopened. It was estimated 
that such repairs would run in the vicinity of $3,500. 
The total cost to operate: the school would total be- 
tween $5,500 and $6,000. 

The alternate plan, although it meant payment of 
tuition to the amount of some $650, seemed the wiser 
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plan to follow. The costs of transportation were not 
increased perceptibly for, rather than transport from 
Riverdale to South Weare and Weare Center, the route 
was set up in the opposite direction in connection with 
Goffstown’s transportation route from Parker Station 
to Goffstown village. Thus it is apparent that by shift- 
ing the Riverdale pupils to Goffstown, the Weare school 
district was saved an outright expenditure of $5,000 
during the current year, and if one distributes the 
cost of repairs on the Riverdale School over a ten- 
year period, the one-year operational cost of River- 
dale School would amount to some $2,500, or an in- 
crease of $1,800 over the plan followed by the School 
Board for the year 1948-49. 


In looking ahead to the school year 1949-50, it is 
impossible to definitely determine at this date the 
probable enrollment figures. Our present sixth grade 
(now in East Weare, Weare Center, and Goffstown) 
is our largest grade group, and another year will move 
into the high school building. The transfer of these 
youngsters into the high school building may relieve 
the congestion in the Weare schools so that the Weare 
youngsters can be taken care of in Weare. On the con- 
trary however, if additional pupils move into the town, 
it may be necessary to continue the present plan or 
some modification of that plan. 


In the 1949 School Warrant the reader will note 
two articles concerning the Riverdale School. The 
building undoubtedly needs a new roof in order to 
protect the interior. It is the opinion of the School 
Board that the district should determine if it wishes 
to retain the building, or if it favors the sale thereof. 
The present enrollment figures and estimated future 
enrollments indicate that our schools will be at near 
capacity for several years to come. It is possible that 
the Riverdale School might be of use in the future. 
On the other hand, it might be advisable to sell the 
building at this time, rather than spend additional 
funds on its maintenance, and provide for increased 
housing by other means. 

The district should also consider the necessary re- 
pairs and renovations at our so-called rural schools. 
All but the Weare Center school are without water 
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and suitable toilet facilities. The East Weare building 
is in need of repair and redecorating. The lighting in 
that school is also inadequate. It is our opinion that 
a definite program of building repair should be adopted 
if we are to continue the use of the rural schools for 
any extended period of time. 


It is obvious that before one can vote intelligently 
upon the above problems, he must carefully analyse 
the ultimate solution of Weare’s school housing prob- 
lem and, in fact, Weare’s future educational policy. 
You will recall that the special committee appointed at 
the annual meeting in the spring of 1947, reported 
that the primary need was a centralized elementary 
school. If such a development is the solution of our 
problem, no extensive repairs should be made upon 
our one-room schools. On the other hand, if a central- 
ized school is not to be a reality during the next few 
years, an entirely different program of housing should 
be followed. it is indeed a profound problem and it 
requires the most careful and thoughtful considera- 
tion on the part of each and every one of us.

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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER 


To the School Board and Superintendent of Schools: 

Once again it becomes my privilege and pleasure to 
report to you the activities, problems, and general 
progress of the pupils and teachers of Weare High 
School. May I thank you Mr. Foote and the School 
Board for being so understanding and cooperative. I 
say this not only for myself, but for the teachers 
and pupils as a whole. 


The present school year opened on September 8 
with the following enrollment: 8 Seniors, 16 Juniors, 
11 Sophomores, and 15 Freshmen. One Senior left 
school to be married, and one Freshman left us be- 
cause she was needed at home. 32 pupils were enrolled 
in the Junior High School. Total enrollment at the 
time of this writing—84 in High School and 31 in the 
Junior High. Average attendance for the first half of 
this school year is 95.02 per cent, an increase over last 
year of 1.42 per cent. Parents are to be commended, 
for it is with their help that our attendance record 
has improved. 


One of the aims of your headmaster and faculty is 
to make school so inviting yet practical, that the pupils 
will want to attend school because they like it, rather 
than for them to feel as though the issue were forced 
upon them. We believe that two steps have been taken 
in the right direction to accomplish our purpose. First, 
the club plan of activities instead of the old weekly 
assemblies, and, secondly, by more frequent use of 
motion pictures as a medium to learning. Last fall the 
pupils were given a choice of four clubs: namely, Home 
Crafts (Mrs. Finnigan), Dramatics club (Mrs. Lam- 
bert, Outdoor club (Mr. Rysnik), and Woodworking 
club (Mr. Traver). In the Home Crafts club the girls 
learn to make rugs, sweaters, etc., in the Dramatics 
club, the boys and girls learn to act through skits and 
short plays. Conservation and sports make up the Out- 
door club, while the boys and girls are busy making 
lamps and other projects in the Woodworking club. 
The pupils are doing what they want to do during that 
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hour a week, providing there is a learning product. 
We have but one assembly a month at which time 
the pupils enjoy the skits that the Dramatics club 
members put on, or perhaps an educational movie, or 
listen to the Junior High Glee Club. This club is com- 
posed of all the seventh annd eighth grade pupils and 
is made possible through the untiring efforts of Mrs. 
Elsie Purington and Mrs. Harold Thompson, their 
leaders. Mrs. Bertram Hadley has also contributed to 
the program. 

For at least one forty-minute period a week, we 
believe that the showing of educational films serve a 
two-fold purpose—it is a device for teaching, the 
worth of which cannot be estimated in time or on 
dollars and cents, and the program adds up to the 
general interset of the pupils in the work of the 
school. 'Through the Student Council the pupils also 
ale governing themselves to a larger extent than be- 
ore. 

Your headmaster and teachers realize that the 
parents are busy with their daily work and may not 
be able to visit school as often as they wish. For this 
reason, parents’ night was held last fall. It was a 
pleasure to see so many of the parents walking about 
from class to class and to know they are interested 
in what the school is doing for their children. We like 
to have the parents talk with the teachers so that a 
better understanding can be realized among pupils, 
teachers and parents. 


The teachers and pupils express their thanks to Mr. 
Chester Colburn who recently gave us funds with 
which to purchase black shades for the main room. 
The shades have been ordered and when installed, 
should make our programs of educational movies much 
more interesting and profitable. 


Continued improvements have been made in the 
school shop. Much equipment has also been added to 
our Chemistry laboratory. 

This year for the first time your faculty employed 
television as a medium of teaching. Through the 
generosity of Mrs. Swanburg, Mr. Stubbe, and Mrs. 
Moses Clement, all of the high school pupils were 
privileged to view and listen to the Presidential In- 
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auguration. Without a doubt, television will invade 
the schools of Weare and elsewhere within a very 
few years. _ 

The Athletic program continues as usual. Both boys’ 
and girls’ basketball, boys’ baseball and girls’ softball 
are sponsored. The seventh and eighth graders have 
one period a week for physical education. Many thanks 
to the townspeople for their continued financial sup- 
port of the athletic program. 

The school lunch continues this year as before. 
Pupils receive hot lunches daily. The worth of this 
program cannot be overestimated. 

During the latter part of last year, the High School 
sponsored a prize speaking contest. This year, under 
the guidance of Miss Batchelder, the Junior High 
School is to sponsor a prize speaking contest. The 
American Legion furnishes the prizes for both con- 
tests. Through the medium of prize speaking the young 
pupil learns not only to study and memorize, but also 
to stand on his two feet and speak to a large audience. 
It also helps to increase self confidence. 

I am incorporating as a part of this report a resumé 
of the work being done in the several fields of our 
program. 


Social Studies 


In our work this year in Economics, History of 
Civilization, and Geography, we are endeavoring to 
' prepare boys and girls for intelligent living in the 
world as they will find it. In other words, we are try- 
ing to show that the world of today is not a thing 
that just happned to be, but is the result of the 
progress made throughout not only weeks and years, 
but possibly centuries. We here in Weare, a small por- 
tion of New Hampshire, a very small section of the 
United States and of the world, are not only affected 
by what happens here in Weare, in Concord, in Man- 
chester, but also, we are definitely an integral part of 
what happens everywhere in the world. We have only 
to glance at any of our daily papers or periodicals to 
bring to mind just how true that is. How then may 
we better have an appreciation of the present than 
by a complete and careful study of the past. In this 
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way, we are developing a better citizen of tomorrow. 

We all appreciate the fact that we must not only 
develop the mind, but also the body; with this in mind, 
we are offering a limited physical program. That is, 
boys’ and girls’ basketball, boys’ baseball and girls’ 
softball. Yet this program only reaches a limited num- 
ber. This is not enough. We should if possible, find a 
way to give each and every pupil in schoo! at least 
one hour of physical education each week. 


LESTER S. RYSNIK. 


English, Algebra and Science 


This year Science 7 and & has been combined into 
one class with 31 pupils, meeting three times a week. 
We have a new set of books entitled ‘“‘The Wonder- 
world of Science” which have proved very interesting. 
This book is one which the pupils can really under- 
stand, for it is written on their own level. The illustra- 
tions are numerous and colorful and help in making 
science meaningful. 

Algebra J is the only high school mathematics course 
offered this year. The number of pupils taking it is 
smaller than last year and therefore a better under- 
standing of Algebra can be attained. 

American Literature and United States History 
are the two required subjects for Juniors and Seniors 
and have to be passed in order to graduate. They both 
tend to give pupils a better knowledge of their own 
background, their country and people, both past and 
present. In these times we can well afford to study 
our country with its many Da and try to 
appreciate them.

Home Economics and Chemistry 


The present day trend in Home Economics classes 
is to correlate the various phases in the field during 
a given year. For example, a senior class is generally 
scheduled for the course in Family Relationship and 
Child Care, and during the year perhaps no other 
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phase of Home Economics is brought into that partic- 
ular classroom work. The tendency now is to work at 
the definite scheduled subject and then inject other 
phases of Home Economics. During our course in 
Family Relationship and Child Care, I discovered that 
to most of the girls home making was to be their 
career, therefore we worked on projects that would 
definitely aid them in their homes. Refinishing furni- 
ture was one project; sewing for the individual was 
another project. Some of the girls felt that they lacked 
confidence or knowledge in that particular field, due 
primarily to the fact that they had not enrolled in 
sewing classes during the earlier school years. 

This integration or correlation can apply to al! other 
classes in Home Economics. A class in cooking can rest 
from its culinary chores and spend a few weeks on 
interior decorating or sewing. A class in Home Manage- 
ment could spend a few weeks in the kitchen or dis- 
cuss the care of children. 


The boys in Shop Agriculture classes made a hooked 
rug frame for my girls. Some of the girls created a 
design, transferred it onto a piece of burlap and all 
those who were interested had an opportunity to 
learn how to hook. One girl worked on her own rug, 
another student completed a braided rug. She planned 
her own color scheme and arrangement. Several stu- 
dents learned how to knit and crochet. These special- 
ized crafts took place during the Home Crafts period. 
This class met on the average of once a week. 


With a very interested and hard working group, 
chemistry class proved most interesting. At the begin- 
ning of the year some of the students rearranged all 
of the chemicals and after an inventory was taken 
the chemicals needed for the year were ordered. This 
gave the students an opportunity to familiarize them- 
Selves with the various compounds, etc. The class en- 
joyed doing experiments and I would like to mention 
that the Chemistry Laboratory is equipped chemically 
as well as any other school laboratory in the state. 
Perhaps, with time, another cleaning unit could be 
installed in the laboratory itself. 

Both Mr. Foote and Mr. Traver were very coopera- 
tive in making suggestions, helping me and supplying 
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every need. Mr. Foote and I selected the ex arian 
in the new working books that were of interest to 
the pupils. I found the text book, “Living Chemistry” 
by Ahrens, Bush and Easley very informative and 
readily understood by all.

Junior High 


In my report this year I am glad to say there is an 
improvement over last year’s schedule, in that there 
have had to be very few study groups in the rooms 
where classes are being taught. Thus the attention 
of both teacher and pupils can be better concentrated 
on the work. This brings more interest in the work 
and better results. 


I should like to mention a few of the things done 
in the so-called B and C periods. It is a period which 
is devoted to other things than the basic studies. We 
are abe this year to have four of these periods a week. 
The work varies according to interests or available | 
material with which to work. 


One day a week we have our class organization, with 
real citizenship stressed, and where we put into 
practice parliamentary rules of order, and also devote 
part of the time to Current Events. Some days we 
have drawing, penmanship, memorizing or practice 
in speaking, particularly preparing for the prize speak- 
ing contest, or the study of some special units. In 
all these activities, besides the special duties around 
the room, there is a chance to develop better citizen- 
ship. This should lead to more thoughtfulness about 
the care and preservation of school property and 
supplies.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Uncorrected physical defects or conditions affecting 
a child’s health may be responsible for his failure to 
make expected progress in his school work. As the 
school is vitally interested in the health of your child, 
we endeavor at the time of the fall examination to 
notify you of any defects noted which appear to re- 
quire further attention, and recommend that you con- 
sult your family physician or dentist for a more com- 
plete examination and advice. 

Frequent use of the Manchester clinics affords an 
opportunity for early diagnosis, treatment, and correc- 
tion. Nearly every pupil in this union has had the 
Patch test. Children showing a positive reaction are 
referred to the tubercular clinic in Manchester for a 
special chest examination and chest x-ray. Many little 
first graders, before entering school in the fall, have 
been immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
and tetanus. 


Periodic examinations of the eyes and correction 
of defects should, and do receive special consideration 
This test is given with the aid of the Massachusetts 
Vision Test recently purchased by the Supervisory 
Union. 


Second only in importance to sight, hearing is vital 
to our safety, happiness and success in life. The person 
with ears that do not hear is dreadfully handicapped. 
Tests were given last spring with the new Maico 
audiometer also purchased by the Supervisory Union. 
This instrument determines the hearing efficiency of 
each pupil and will be given annualy. Both of these 
instruments are electrically operated. 

About 1800 pupils were examined in the fall of 1947, 
the beginning of our school year. At that time Dr. 
Gallander examined every pupil in the High School and 
special attention was given to those who were to play 
basketball. Dr. Brown was the examinig physician 
this fall. The following report shows the number of 
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pupils affected and the number of defects corrected 
at this time: 


Defective vision | 35 defects corrected 29 
Defective teeth 120 defects corrected 50 
Diseased tonsils 18 defects corrected 13 


Thert were 12 cases of mumps in the spring of 
1948. 


There were 2 cases of measles in July 1948. 
There were two case of chicken pox. 
There was i fractured shoulder and 1 appendectomy. 


Three children were accompanied to Dr. Gallander 
for a physical check-up. 


One child was accompanied to the baby clinic for 
vaccination.
